And  the  Honorable  Lane  Dwinell  having  received  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  was  declared  elected.

The  presiding  officer  requested  Senators  Greene  and 
Graves  to  escort  the  President  to  the  Chair. 

The  President,  having  assumed  the  Chair,  thanked  the 
Senators  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  him.

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Thereupon  Benjamin  F.  Greer,  Frank  M.  Ayer,  John  S. 
Ball,  and  Rene  Dufort  appeared,  signified  their  acceptance  of 
the  office  to  which  they  were  elected  respectively,  and  were 
duly  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  before  the 
President.

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Senate  appoint  one 
member  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  two  mem- 
bers of  that  body  to  a  committee  charged  with  extending  to 
John  Foster  Dulles,  Secretary  of  State,  an  invitation  to  send 
to  Concord  a  few  officers  of  the  Foreign  Service  to  observe  law 
making  at  a  state  level,  the  invitation  to  be  in  substantially 
the  following  form: 

Pursuant  to  a  Concurrent  Resolution  passed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Court  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  an  invitation  is 
hereby  extended  to  the  Department  of  State  to  select  a  few 
officers  of  the  Foreign  Service  to  come  to  Concord  to  observe 
the  deliberations  of  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature  and  the 
process  of  law  making.  It  is  suggested  that  not  more  than  two 
or  three  officers  at  a  time  be  sent,  each  group  for  a  period  of 
two  weeks. 

The  purpose  of  this  invitation  is  two  fold.  Officers  of  the 
Foreign  Service  rarely  have  a  chance  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  operation  of  state  legislatures  and  political  thought  at 
the  state  level,  and,  it  is  hoped,  this  opportunity  could  con- 
tribute to  their  further  usefulness  abroad  and  their  better 
understanding  of  a  phase  of  our  democracy.  Also,  their  presence 
in  Concord  would  tend  to  serve  as  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
store  of  knowledge  of  foreign  affairs  of  the  legislators  of  this 
State. 

While  funds  are  not  available  to  cover  the  expenses  of 
such   assignments,   every   facility  would  be   accorded   to   the 
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Foreign  Service  personnel  selected  to  make  the  most  of  their 
stay  in  Concord  —  including,  where  possible,  arrangements 
to  address  representative  gatherings  during  the  days  the  Legis- 
lature was  not  in  session.

for  his  services  in  collecting  said  head  taxes.  If  any  town  or 
city  shall  fail  to  make  its  payment  when  due  the  deduction 
of  the  ten  percent  to  be  retained  by  it  shall  be  reduced  by  one 
quarter  of  one  percent  for  each  week  or  part  thereof  said  pay- 
ment is  overdue. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  of  Section 
15  the  following:  Veterans  permanently  and  totally  disabled 
from  service  connection  who  are  drawing  federal  compensa- 
tion or  pension  and  whose  income,  exclusive  of  said  compen- 
sation or  pension,  is  less  than  $1,000.00  a  year,  upon  written 
request  filed  on  or  before  April  15th,  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
special  head  tax:  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows: 

15.  Exemptions.  All  persons  on  active  duty  in  the  armed 
forces  of  the  United  States  of  America  on  the  date  of  assess- 
ment shall  be  exempt  from  payment  of  the  special  head  tax. 
Veterans  permanently  and  totally  disabled  from  service  con- 
nection who  are  drawing  federal  compensation  or  pension  and 
whose  income,  exclusive  of  said  compensation  or  pension,  is 
less  than  $1,000.00  a  year,  upon  written  request  filed  on  or 
before  April  15th,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  special  head  tax. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  amendments  were  adopted,  and 
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the  bill  as  amended  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  after- 
noon at  2  o'clock. 

Senators  Fletcher,  Paquette  and  Daniel  desired  to  be  re- 
corded as  voting  against  the  third  reading  of  the  bill. 

Mr.  President: 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  go  on  record  as  having  voted 
against  this  bill,  not  because  I  disagree  with  the  principles  of 
the  head  tax  as  it  is  perhaps  the  best  of  the  different  tax  laws 
submitted  to  this  body  from  time  to  time,  but  I  do  not  believe 
that  we,  the  Senate,  should  enact  a  tax  bill  until  we  have  passed 
the  budget  as  we  are  not  certain  that  we  would  need  a  $5.00 
head  tax.  It  is  possible,  if  the  budget  were  cut  or  some  of  the 
existing  laws  revised,  such  as  timber  tax,  etc.,  that  we  would 
only  need  a  $4.00,  $3.00  or  perhaps  $2.00  head  tax.  If,  after 
the  budget  was  passed,  it  was  found  that  a  head  tax  was  neces- 
sary to  balance  our  income  with  expenditures,  I  would  be  very 
willing  to  go  along  and  vote  for  this  measure.

Personal  Privilege 

Senator  Heroux  arose  to  a  question  of  personal  privilege 
and  presented  the  following  prepared  statement,  which  was 
read  by  the  Clerk: 

We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Members  of  this  Hon- 
orable Body  to  an  ill-founded,  injudicious  and  slanderous 
attack  made  upon  one  of  its  members  by  a  person  purporting 
to  represent  an  agency  of  our  own  city,  Manchester,  as  quoted 
in  an  article  in  the  New  Hampshire  Sunday  News  of  March 
15,  1953.  This  person  allegedly  labeled  the  Honorable  Senator 
from  District  No.  17  as  indulging  in  a  "bald  faced  lie."  Now, 
the  Honorable  Senator  from  District  No.  17,  presently  serving 
her  third  consecutive  term  in  this  distinguished  Body  has 
established  a  reputation  for  honesty,  truthfulness,  fair  play  and 
public  service  which  is  immune  from  attack  from  this  or  any 
other  source.  She  requires  no  defense.  However,  we  believe 
that  this  Honorable  Body  should  know  that  the  statement  made 
by  the  Honorable  Senator  from  District  No.  17  and  referred 
to  as  a  "bald  faced  lie"  was  in  fact  the  literal  truth.  If  necessary, 
there  is  proof  of  this. 

If  this  article  is  correct,  it  is  unfortunate  indeed  that  the 
great  City  of  Manchester  should  be  represented  in  any  respect 
by  an  individual  who  indulges  so  readily  in  attempted  character 
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assassination  while  in  a  representative  capacity.  As  citizens  of 
Manchester  and  as  the  elected  Representatives  of  this  Hon- 
orable Body  of  a  sizeable  group  of  Manchester  citizens,  We, 
the  Senators  of  the  city  of  Manchester,  shall  personally  request 
the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  to  look  into  this 
situation  and  take  appropriate  action.

He 
shall  from  time  to  time  communicate  to  said  board  and  to  all 
subordinate  officers  such  information  and  recommendations 
relative  to  matters  within  their  respective  jurisdiction  as,  in 
his  judgment,  the  interests  of  the  city  may  require,  and  shall 
have  and  perform  such  other  powers  and  duties  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  now  or  hereafter  may 
be  conferred  or  imposed  on  him  by  the  municipal  ordinances 
or  upon  mayors  of  cities  by  general  law.  The  salary  of  the 
mayor  of  the  city  of  Nashua,  from  January  1,  1953,  to  January 
1,  1954,  shall  be  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  in 
equal  monthly  payments.  Beginning  January  1,  1954,  said 
salary  shall  be  such  sum,  but  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum,  as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance  from  time  to 
time  by  the  board  of  aldermen.

2.  Salaries  Increased.  During  the  period  of  January  1, 
1953,  to  January  1,  1954,  the  salary  of  each  ward  alderman  of 
the  city  of  Nashua  shall  be  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per 
year,  payable  in  equal  quarterly  payments,  the  salary  of  each 
alderman  at  large  of  said  city  shall  be  three  hundred  dollars

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alderman  at  large  who  acts  as  clerk  of  the  finance  committee 
shall  receive,  in  addition  to  his  salary  as  such  alderman,  an 
additional  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  year,  payable  in 
the  same  manner.

therein,  and  irrespective  of  whether  or  not  only  one  of  said 
persons  during  their  joint  lives  had  the  right  to  withdraw  such 
deposit,  and  irrespective  of  whether  or  not  there  was  any  de- 
livery of  any  bank  book,  account  book,  savings  account  book, 
certificate  of  deposit,  or  other  evidence  of  such  an  account, 
by  the  person  making  such  deposit  to  the  other  of  such  persons. 

Section  2.  The  term  bank  in  Section  1  shall  apply  to  state 
banks,  mutual  savings  banks,  guaranty  savings  banks,  national 
banking  associations,  building  and  loan  or  co-operative  banks, 
Morris  Plan  banks,  trust  companies,  federal  savings  and  loan 
associations  and  credit  unions. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  apply  to  all  types  of  accounts  in 
the  above-named  institutions,  whether  such  account  is  repre- 
sented by  a  certificate,  an  account  book,  or  by  any  other  form 
of  document,  as  well  as  to  checking  accounts. 

Section  4.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
to  prohibit  the  person  making  such  deposit  from  withdrawing 
or  collecting  the  same  during  his  lifetime,  nor  shall  the  fact 
that  such  person  had  the  right  to  withdraw  or  collect  said  de- 
posit during  his  lifetime  operate  to  defeat  the  rights  herein 
provided  for  the  person  or  persons  surviving  such  depositor. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  in  no  way  affect  the  provisions  of 
Section  20,  Chapter  309  relative  to  savings  banks  and  Section 
8,  Chapter  314  relative  to  building  and  loan  associations  as 
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well  as  Sections  3  and  4,  Chapter  87  relative  to  the  inheritance 
tax.

Between  October  first  and  Decem- 
ber thirty-first  in  each  year  the  department  of  education  shall 
compute  the  amount  of  state  aid  to  be  paid  to  eligible  districts 
in  the  succeeding  fiscal  year  using  as  a  basis  the  last  adjusted 
valuation  of  the  district  and  the  average  daily  membership  in 
approved  public  schools  for  the  preceding  year.

The  deer  li- 
cense and  coupon  issued  for  the  different  sections  of  the  state 
shall  be  distinguished  by  being  on  different  colored  paper. 
The  colors  to  be  used  shall  be  determined  by  the  Director 
of  Fish  and  Game.  Notwithstanding  other  provisions  of  law, 
no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  apply  for  or  to  receive  a  license 
to  hunt  deer  in  more  than  one  section  of  the  state  as  herein 
provided.  Each  non-resident  license  shall  be  printed  across 
the  face  in  block  letters  the  words  non-resident. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  inserting  after  section  2  the 
following  new  section:  3.  Wild  Deer.  Amend  section  3  of 
chapter  242  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended  by  chapter  191 
of  the  Laws  of  1943,  chapter  168,  Laws  of  1945  and  section  1, 
chapted  268,  Laws  of  1949,  by  striking  out  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  3.

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boundary  line  with  the  state  of  Vermont  at  the  southerly 
boundary  of  the  town  of  Piermont,  thence  running  along  the 
southern  boundary  of  Warren,  Ellsworth,  Thornton,  Water- 
ville,  Albany  and  Conway  to  the  point  where  the  southern 
boundary  of  Conway  intersects  the  boundary  line  between 
New  Hampshire  and  Maine.

On  motion  of  Senator  Cummings,  the  above  mentioned 
article  was  ordered  to  be  reprinted  in  the  daily  Journal. 

AROUND  THE  TOWN 

Homer  F.  Wingate,  the  druggist,  has  the  fine  collection 
of  Nashua  directories,  Hillsborough  County  and  New  Hamp- 
shire Registers.  Of  the  latter  volume  his  collection  is  almost 
complete  up  until  recent  years  and  would  make  a  fine  source 
of  facts  for  someone  who  wanted  to  pick  them  up. 

Homer  picked  out  a  few,  at  random,  for  us  to  look  over 
and  they  were  all  dated  1853,  which  is  the  date  of  Nashua's 
founding  as  a  city  and  which  we  are  going  to  observe  next 
month.  Time  is  drawing  short. 

The  New  Hampshire  annual  register  was  printed  in  Con- 
cord by  G.  Parker  Lyon  in  1853  and  is  complete  with  the 
"United  States  Calendar,"  apparently  something  to  boast  about 
in  those  days. 

A  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Senate  from 
Nashua,  from  1852  through  June  1853,  was  Bernard  B.  Whitte- 
more.  There  must  have  been  a  squabble  over  his  appointment 
because  it  is  noted  that  he  was  "chosen  in  convention."  ProbT 
ably  the  Nashua-Nashville  fight. 

Members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  from  Nashua 
then  were:  David  Baldwin,  Isaac  Spalding,  Thomas  Parsons, 
Jr.,  M.  F.  Dodge,  Jr.,  and  Charles  K.  Whitney.  Representing 
Nashville  were:  S.  R.  Bullard  and  William  S.  Atwood. 

The  legislative  session  in  1852  started  on  Wednesday, 
June  2  and  held  meetings  for  18  days  at  which  times  13  meas- 
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ures  were  passed.  It  met  again  in  November  of  that  year. 

Appropriated  at  the  June  session  was  the  sum  of  $600  for 
educating  the  indigent  blind;  $2,400  for  indigent  deaf  and 
dumb  persons  $2,000  for  indigent  persons  at  the  insane  asylum 
and  $1,800  for  a  new  building  in  the  state  prison  yard.  Finally, 
$500  was  appropriated  for  contingent  expenses  of  the  state. 

George  Y.  Sawyer  of  Nashua  was  a  circuit  court  judge. 
The  county  justices  received  $3  a  day  for  their  work,  plus  ten 
cents  a  mile  to  and  from  the  place  of  the  session.

Fifth  Regiment  of  the  New  Hampshire  National  Guard 
had  the  following  Nashua  officers:  Colonel,  Charles  K.  Whit- 
ney; Lieut.  Colonel,  L  J.  Fox;  Adjutant,  J.  C.  Brackett;  Quar- 
termaster, T.  G.  Banks.  It  had  an  enrollment  of  1899.

March,  John  M.  Ellis,  L.  C.  Brown,  Lewis  Howard,  J.  Boyce.

Wonder  if  they  had  descendants  who  might  like  to  come  here 
for  our  anniversary?

On  May  31,  1851  there  were  117  patients  at  the  hospital 
for  the  insane.  A  total  of  107  more  were  admitted  the  following 
year  and  106  were  discharged  in  that  time.  The  price  of  board 
was  $2.25  for  the  first  thirteen  weeks  and  $2.00  for  subsequent 
time.  The  patients  were  supplied  for  this  with  board,  fuel, 
lights,  washing,  medical  attendance  and  use  of  horse  and  car- 
riage. Franklin  Pierce  who  was  to  become  President  of  the 
United  States  was  a  trustee  of  the  hospital  as  was  Israel  Hunt 
of  this  city. 

In  June,  1951  there  were  95  convicts  at  the  state  prison 
and  a  year  later  the  total  was  139.  The  first  committal  to  the 
state  prison  was  in  1832.  The  industrial  school  got  its  incep- 
tion in  1852.

The  provision  for  extradition 
of  criminals  not  inconsistent  herewith  shall  apply  to  any  such 
demand  although  the  person  whose  surrender  is  demanded  was 
not  in  the  demanding  state  at  the  time  of  the  commission  of 
the  crime  and  although  he  had  not  fled  therefrom.  Neither  the

the  depositor  as  shown  in  said  deposit  book  and  in  the  case 
of  building  and  loan  associations,  federal  savings  and  loan 
associations  and  cooperative  banks  shall  not  be  in  excess  of 
the  amount  due  the  shareholder  as  shown  on  said  pass  book.

vance of  such  track  motor  car,  any  track  obstruction,  land- 
mark, warning  sign  or  grade  crossing,  and  further  shall  equip 
such  track  motor  car  with  a  red  rear  electric  light  of  such 
construction  and  with  sufficient  candlepower  as  to  be  plainly 
visible  at  a  distance  of  300  feet. 

l-b.  Penalty.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  operating 
or  controlling  any  railroad  running  through  or  within  this 
state  using  or  permitting  to  be  used  on  its  line  in  this  state  a 
track  motor  car  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  violation,  to  be  recovered  in  a  suit  or  suits  to  be 
brought  by  the  county  solicitor  in  the  superior  court  of  the 
county  having  jurisdiction  in  the  locality  where  such  violation 
occurred.  Upon  duly  verified  information  being  given  him  of 
such  violation,  such  prosecuting  attorney  shall  bring  such  suits.

Question  being  stated:  Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  third  time? 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed,  and  the 
bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock.

feited in  the  manner  provided  in  chapter  432  of  the  Revised 
Laws. 

2.  Possession.  Further  amend  said  chapter  447  by  insert- 
ing after  said  section  11a  new  section  as  follows:  11 -a.  Posses- 
sion, Penalty.  Any  person  who  shall  have  in  his  posession  or 
upon  his  premises  a  device,  mechanism  or  slot  machine  de- 
clared by  section  1 1  of  this  chapter  to  be  a  common  nuisance, 
who  knew  or  should  have  known  of  its  use  in  violation  of  the 
said  section,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $500  or  imprisoned 
not  more  than  one  year  or  both.  Any  person,  having  any  in- 
terest in  any  device,  mechanism  or  slot  machine  declared  by 
section  1 1  of  the  chapter  to  be  a  common  nuisance,  who  knew 
or  should  have  known  of  its  use  in  violation  of  the  said  section, 
who  shall  collect  or  receive  any  money  from  said  device,  mech- 
anism or  slot  machine,  or  for  the  use  thereof,  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  $500  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year,  or 
both. 

3.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pass- 
age. 

The  report  was  accepted,  amendment  adopted.

Senator  Paquette,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary, 
to  ^vhom  was  referred: 

Senate  Bill  No.  70,  An  Act  relative  to  civil  defense  agency. 

Having  considered  the  same,  report  the  same  with  the 
following  amendments,  and  recommend  that  the  bill  as  amend- 
ed ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  7  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words 
"joint"  and  "and",  in  line  5,  and  substituting  after  the  word 
"house"  the  word,  or,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read: 

7.  Emergency  Powers.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  operative  only  during  the  existence  of  a  state  of  civil 
defense  emergency  (referred  to  hereinafter  in  this  section 
as  "emergency").  The  existence  of  such  emergency  may  be 
proclaimed  by  the  governor  or  by  resolution  of  the  house  or 
senate  if  the  governor  or  the  legislature  in  such  resolution, 
finds  that  an  attack  upon  the  United  States  has  occurred  or  is 
anticipated  in  the  immediate  future,  or  that  a  natural  disaster 
of  major  proportions  has  actually  occurred  within  this  state, 
and  that  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  state 
require  an  invocaion  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  during 
such  period  as  such  state  of  emergency  exists  or  continues,  the 
governor  shall  have  and  may  exercise  the  following  additional 
emergency  powers: 

Amend  section  9,  paragraph  (a)  by  adding  after  the  word 
"appointed,"  in  line  5,  the  words,  and  removed  with  or  with- 
out cause.  Further  amend  said  section  by  adding  after  the 
word  "selectmen,"  in  line  9,  the  following  two  sentences:  The 
city  council  of  a  city  or  board  of  selectmen  of  a  town  may 
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appoint  one  of  their  own  members  to  act  as  director  or  they 
may  vote  themselves  not  to  appoint  a  director  and  vote  to 
themselves  exercise  all  the  powers  of  a  director.  If  a  local  di- 
rector is  removed  by  a  city  council  of  a  city  or  board  of  select- 
men of  a  town  or  if  the  said  council  or  board  vote  to  them- 
selves exercise  the  powers  of  director,  the  state  director  shall 
be  notified  immediately,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows: 

9.  Local  Organization  for  Civil  Defense,  (a)  Each  politi- 
cal subdivision  of  the  state  is  authorized  to  establish  a  local 
organization  for  civil  defense  in  accordance  with  the  state  civil 
defense  plan  and  program.  Each  local  organization  for  civil 
defense  shall  have  a  local  director  who  shall  be  appointed  and 
removed  with  or  without  cause  by  the  city  council  of  a  city  or 
board  of  selectmen  of  a  town,  and  who  shall  have  direct  re- 
sponsivility  for  the  organization,  administration  and  operation 
of  such  local  organization  for  civil  defense,  subject  to  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  such  city  council  or  selectmen.  The  city 
council  of  a  city  or  board  of  selectmen  of  a  town  may  appoint 
one  of  their  own  members  to  act  as  director  or  they  may  vote 
themselves  not  to  appoint  a  director  and  vote  to  themselves 
exercise  all  the  powers  of  a  director.  If  a  local  director  is  re- 
moved by  a  city  council  of  a  city  or  board  of  selectmen  of  a 
town  or  if  the  said  council  or  board  vote  to  themselves  exercise 
the  powers  of  director,  the  state  director  shall  be  notified  im- 
mediately. In  the  event  the  city  council  of  a  city  or  board  of 
selectmen  of  a  town  fail  to  appoint  a  local  director  within 
thirty  days  of  receipt  of  a  formal  request  from  the  state  di- 
rector, the  state  director  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and 
council,  shall  be  empowered  to  appoint  a  local  director  forth- 
with. Each  local  organization  for  civil  defense  shall  perform 
civil  defense  functions  within  the  territorial  limits  of  a  politi- 
cal subdivision  within  which  it  is  organized,  and,  in  addition, 
shall  conduct  such  functions  outside  of  such  territorial  limits 
as  may  be  required  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  8  of 
this  chapter. 

Further  amend  section  9,  paragraph  (b)  by  striking  out, 
in  line  13  of  the  said  paragraph,  the  words  "the  levying  of 
taxes"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(b)  In  carrying  out  the  provisions  hereof  each  political 
subdivision,  in  which  any  disaster  as  described  in  section  2 
hereof  occurs,  shall  have  the  power  to  enter  into  contracts  and 
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incur  obligations  necessary  to  combat  such  disaster,  protecting 
the  health  and  safety  of  persons  and  property,  and  providing 
emergency  assistance  to  the  victims  of  such  disaster.  Each  politi- 
cal subdivision  is  authorized  to  exercise  the  powers  vested 
under  this  section  in  the  light  of  the  exigencies  of  the  extreme 
emergency  situation  without  regard  to  time-consuming  pro- 
cedures and  formalities  prescribed  by  law  (excepting  manda- 
tory constitutional  requirements)  pertaining  to  the  perform- 
ance of  public  work,  entering  into  contracts,  the  incurring  of 
obligations,  the  employment  of  temporary  workers,  the  rental 
of  equipment,  the  purchase  of  supplies  and  materials,  and 
the  appropriation  and  expenditure  of  public  funds. 

Amend  section  11,  paragraph  (a),  by  striking  out  in  line 
6  the  word  "gross."  Further  amend  said  section  by  inserting 
between  paragraphs  (c)  and  (d),  a  new  paragraph  (d),  (d)  Den- 
tists licensed  in  this  state  and  nurses  registered  in  this  state 
when  engaged  in  training  for  civil  defense  and  during  any 
civil  defense  emergency  shall  be  regarded  as  authorized  civil 
defense  workers  and  while  so  engaged  may  practice,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  authority  granted  them  by  other  statutes,  admini- 
stration of  anesthetics;  minor  surgery;  intravenous,  subcutan- 
eous and  intramuscular  procedures;  and  oral  and  topical  medi- 
cation under  the  general  but  not  necessarily  direct  supervision 
of  a  member  of  the  medical  staff  of  a  legally  incorporated  and 
licensed  hospital  of  this  state,  and  to  assist  such  staff  members 
in  other  medical  and  surgical  procedures.  Further  amend 
said  section  by  relettering  paragraph  (d)  to  read  paragraph  (e) 
so  that  said  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

11.  Immunity  and  Exemption,  (a)  All  functions  here- 
under and  all  other  activities  relating  to  civil  defenses  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  governmental  functions.  Neither  the 
state  nor  any  political  subdivision  thereof  nor  other  agencies 
of  the  state  or  political  subdivision  thereof,  nor,  except  in 
cases  of  willful  misconduct,  negligence,  or  bad  faith,  any  civil 
defense  worker  complying  with  or  reasonably  attempting  to 
comply  with  this  act,  or  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  promul- 
gated pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  pursuant  to  any 
ordinance  relating  to  black-out  or  other  precautionary  meas- 
ures enacted  by  any  political  subdivision  of  the  state,  shall  be 
liable  for  the  death  of  or  injury  to  persons,  or  for  damage  to 
property,  as  a  result  of  any  such  activity.  The  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  any  person  to  receive 
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benefits  to  which  he  would  otherwise  be  entitled  under  this 
chapter,  or  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law,  or 
under  any  pension  law,  nor  the  right  of  any  such  person  to 
receive  any  benefits  or  compensation  under  any  act  of  Con- 
gress. 

(b)  Any  requirement  for  a  license  to  practice  any  profes- 
sional, mechanical  or  other  skill  shall  not  apply  to  any  author- 
ized civil  defense  worker  who  shall,  in  the  course  of  perform- 
ing his  duties  as  such,  practice  such  professional,  mechanical 
or  other  skill  during  a  civil  defense  emergency. 

(c)  As  used  in  this  section  the  term  civil  defense  worker 
shall  include  any  full  or  part-time  paid,  volunteer  or  auxiliary 
employee  of  this  state,  or  other  states,  territories,  possessions 
or  the  District  of  Columbia,  of  the  federal  government,  or  any 
neighboring  country,  or  of  any  political  subdivision  thereof, 
or  of  any  agency  or  organization,  performing  civil  defense 
services  at  any  place  in  this  state  subject  to  the  order  or  control 
of,  or  pursuant  to  a  request  of,  the  state  government  or  any 
political  subdivision  thereof. 

(d)  Dentists  licensed  in  this  state  and  nurses  registered 
in  this  state  when  engaged  in  training  for  civil  defense  and 
during  any  civil  defense  emergency  shall  be  regarded  as  author- 
ized civil  defense  workers  and  while  so  engaged  may  practice, 
in  addition  to  the  authority  granted  them  by  other  statutes, 
administration  of  anesthetics;  minor  surgery;  intravenous, 
subcutaneous  and  intramuscular  procedures;  and  oral  and 
topical  medication  under  the  general  but  not  necessarily  direct 
supervision  of  a  member  of  the  medical  staff  of  a  legally  in- 
corporated and  licensed  hospital  of  this  state,  and  to  assist  such 
staff  members  in  other  medical  and  surgical  procedures. 

(e)  Any  civil  defense  worker,  as  defined  in  this  section, 
performing  civil  defense  services  at  any  place  in  this  state 
pursuant  to  agreements,  compacts  or  arrangements  for  mutual 
aid  and  assistance,  to  which  the  state  or  a  political  subdivision 
thereof  is  a  party,  shall  possess  the  same  powers,  duties,  im- 
munities and  privileges  he  would  ordinarily  possess  if  per- 
forming his  duties  in  the  state,  province  or  political  subdivi- 
sion thereof  in  which  normally  employed  or  rendering  services. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Cleveland,  the  reading  the  amend- 
ment was  dispensed  with. 

Senator  Cleveland  explained  to  the  members  of  the  Sen- 
ate the  amendments  offered  by  the  Committee.

1.  Amend  section  2  of  chapter  97,  Laws  of  1951,  by 
adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new  sentence:  The 
privileges  of  this  section  shall  remain  in  effect  for  a  period  of 
sixty  days  after  the  discharge  or  release  from  active  duty. 

2.  Amend  section  4  of  chapter  97,  of  the  Laws  of  1951, 
by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  4.  Takes  Effect.  The  provisions  of  sections  1  and 
2  shall  be  effective  forthwith  and  shall  apply  in  all  its  pro- 
visions to  those  members  of  the  armed  forces  now  on  active  duty 
and  to  all  persons  inducted  or  called  on  active  duty  hereafter 
and  shall  remain  in  effect  until  the  termination  of  the  Korean 
conflict,  and  provided  further  that  said  sections  and  the  remain- 
ing sections  of  this  act  shall  also  be  effective  during  a  period 
of  armed  hostiltities  as  declared  by  the  Congress  and  President 
of  the  United  States.

I  had  first  intended  to  ask  that  this  resolution  be  referred 
to  a  committee  but  it  is  my  understanding  that  the  proponents 
of  this  resolution  feel  it  is  urgent  that  it  be  passed  immediately. 

In  addition,  I  had  an  opportunity  this  morning  to  discuss 
this  resolution  with  the  sponsor  and  with  the  Senator  from 
the  24th  District  and  I  was  informed  that  it  is  not  the  intent 
of  this  resolution  to  demand  the  air  base  unless  it  is  necessary 
to  national  defense.  I  was  further  assured  that  there  is  nothing 
in  the  intent  of  this  resolution  that  would  be  in  any  way  in- 
consistent with  the  remarks  made  by  President  Eisenhower 
last  night  in  connection  with  balancing  defense  and  economy.

Amend  subsection  D  of  section  6  of  said 
chapter  218,  as  amended  by  section  14,  chapter  138  of  the 
Laws  of  1945,  section  17,  chapter  59  of  the  Laws  of  1947,  sec- 
tion 11,  chapter  185  and  section  1,  chapter  251  of  the  Laws  of 
1949,  and  section  4,  chapter  36  and  sections  2,  3,  4,  5,  and  6, 
chapter  142  of  the  Laws  of  1951,  by  striking  out  the  whole  of 
the  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:     D. 
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Merit  Ratings.  (1)  The  commissioner  shall  for  each  calendar 
year  classify  employers  in  accordance  with  their  actual  experi- 
ence in  the  payment  of  contributions  on  their  own  behalf  and 
with  respect  to  benefits  charged  against  their  accounts,  with 
a  view  to  fixing  such  contribution  rates  as  will  reflect  such 
experience;  such  rate  to  become  effective  with  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  July  1,  1951  and  on  each  succeeding  fiscal  year  be- 
ginning on  July  1  thereafter. 

(2)  The  pay  roll  factor  in  such  computation  will  repre- 
sent the  average  annual  pay  roll  for  the  three  immediately  pre- 
ceding consecutive  calendar  years  prior  to  January  1  of  the 
year  to  which  the  computation  applies.  The  benefit  factor  will 
be  repreesnted  by  all  benefits  paid  and  charged  against  the 
account  of  that  employer  up  to  and  including  the  preceding 
December  31. 

(3)  No  employer  shall  be  entitled  to  a  rate  of  less  than 
2.7  per  centum  unless  and  until  as  of  January  1  of  the  year 
wherein  the  rate  becomes  applicable  there  had  been  three 
consecutive  calendar  years  wherein  the  account  of  the  em- 
ployer was  chargeable  with  benefits. 

(4)  No  employer  shall  be  entitled  to  a  merit  rating  un- 
der this  subsection  for  the  first  half  of*  any  fiscal  year  effective 
with  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1951  unless  and  until 
the  balance  of  the  unemployment  compensation  fund  as  of 
March  31,  preceding  said  first  half  of  said  fiscal  year,  equals  or 
exceeds  twelve  million  dollars,  at  which  time  the  computations 
and  rates  delineated  in  Schedule  I  will,  subject  to  further  pro- 
visions hereinbelow  made,  become  effective  and  applicable  for 
said  first  half  of  said  fiscal  year;  it  being  further  provided  that 
no  employer  shall  be  entitled  to  a  merit  rating  under  this 
subsection  for  the  second  half  of  any  fiscal  year  effective  with 
the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1951  unless  and  until  the 
balance  of  the  unemployment  compensation  fund  as  of  Sep- 
tember 30,  preceding  said  second  half  of  said  fiscal  year,  equals 
or  exceeds  twelve  million  dollars,  at  which  time  the  computa- 
tions and  rates  delineated  in  Schedule  I  will,  subject  to  further 
provisions  hereinbelow  made,  become  effective  and  applicable 
for  said  second  half  of  said  fiscal  year.  It  being  further  provided 
that  if  as  of  March  31  preceding  the  first  half  of  any  fiscal 
year  effective  with  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1951,  the 
unemployment  compensation  fund  equals  or  exceeds  eighteen 
million    dollars,    the    computations    and   rates    delineated    in 
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Schedule  II  will  become  effective  and  applicable  for  said  first 
half  of  said  fiscal  year.  It  being  further  provided  that  if  as  of 
September  30  preceding  the  second  half  of  any  fiscal  year  ef- 
fective with  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1951,  the  unem- 
ployment compensation  fund  equals  or  exceeds  eighteen 
million  dollars,  the  computations  and  rates  delineated  in 
Schedule  II  will  become  effective  and  applicable  for  said  sec- 
ond half  of  said  fiscal  year. 

(5)  It  is  further  provided  that  the  time  the  operation  of 
a  business  of  an  employer  was  suspended  because  of  the  em- 
ployer's service  in  the  armed  forces  during  World  War  II,  or 
because  of  the  employer's  service  in  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States  or  any  of  its  allies  or  of  the  United  Nations  after 
July  1,  1950,  shall  be  considered  as  if  the  business  had  been 
actively  and  continuously  operating  during  such  period. 

(6)  Should  the  commissioner  determine  at  any  time  that 
the  solvency  of  the  fund  does  not  permit  the  adoption  or  main- 
tenance of  individually  reduced  contribution  rates  under  this 
subsection,  he  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  subsection,  set  a 
standard  rate  for  all  employers  of  2.7  per  centum  per  annum. 
The  commissioner  may  make  such  change  effective  with  the 
first  day  of  any  calendar  quarter. 

(7)  No  employer  shall  be  entitled  to  a  merit  rating  under 
this  subsection  for  any  fiscal  year  effective  with  the  fiscal  year 
beginning  July  1,  1951  unless,  as  of  the  computation  date  pre- 
ceding said  fiscal  year,  he  has  properly  and  duly  submitted 
reports  and  contributions  required  and  due  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  any  em- 
ployer who  loses  his  rate  because  of  the  foregoing  and  re- 
establishes his  rights  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  to 
which  a  rate  might  have  been  applicable,  may  apply  for  the 
reinstatement  of  the  rate  to  which  he  would  have  been  en- 
titled, said  rate  to  become  effective  for  the  last  three  quarters 
of  the  fiscal  year  in  question.

(to  include  contributions  on  that  year's  and  prior  years'  em- 
ployment paid  through  the  succeeding  January  31)  and  the 
effective  date  as  July  1.  If,  as  of  the  computation  date,  the 
total  of  all  contributions  paid  on  an  employer's  own  behalf 
and  credited  to  his  account  for  all  past  years  exceeds  the  total 
benefits  charged  against  his  account  for  all  past  years  and, 
subject   to   the   provisions   and   conditions   hereinabove   fully 
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described  as  to  the  status  of  the  unemployment  compensation 
fund  being  equal  to  or  exceeding  twelve  million  dollars  but 
not  being  equal  to  or  exceeding  eighteen  million  dollars,  his 
contribution  rate  effective  as  hereinabove  provided  shall  be 
determined  by  subtracting  from  the  maximum  contribution 
rate  of  2.7  per  centum  the  following  amounts: 

Schedule  I. 

(a)  Two-tenths  of  one  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals 
or  exceeds  eight  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay 
roll; 

(b)  Four-tenths  of  one  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals 
or  exceeds  nine  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay  roll; 

(c)  Seven-tenths  of  one  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals  or 
exceeds  ten  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay  roll; 

(d)  Nine-tenths  of  one  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals  or 
exceeds  eleven  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay  roll; 

(e)  One  and  two-tenths  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals 
or  exceeds  twelve  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay 
roll; 

(f)  One  and  one-half  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals  or 
exceeds  fourteen  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay 
roll; 

(g)  One  and  seven-tenths  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals 
or  exceeds  fifteen  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay 
roll. 

(9)  It  is  further  provided  that,  subject  to  the  provisions 
and  conditions  hreinabove  fully  described  as  to  the  status  of 
the  unemployment  compensation  fund  being  equal  to  or 
exceeding  eighteen  million  dollars,  said  employer's  contri- 
bution rate  effective  as  hereinabove  provided  shall,  after  com- 
putation is  made  in  the  manner  described  in  the  next  preceding 
paragraph,  be  determined  by  subtracting  from  the  maximum 
contribution  rate  of  2.7  per  centum  the  following  amounts: 

Schedule  II. 

(a)  Two-tenths  of  one  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals 
or  exceeds  five  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay  roll; 

(b)  Four-tenths  of  one  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals 
or  exceeds  six  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay  roll; 
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(c)  Eight-tenths  of  one  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals 
or  exceeds  eight  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay  roll; 

(d)  One  and  one-tenth  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals  or 
exceeds  nine  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay  roll; 

(e)  One  and  five-tenths  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals 
or  exceeds  ten  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay  roll; 

(f)  One  and  eight-tenths  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals 
or  exceeds  eleven  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay 
roll; 

(g)  Two  and  one-tenth  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals 
or  exceeds  twelve  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay 
roll; 

(h)  Two  and  two-tenths  per  centum  if  such  excess  equals 
or  exceeds  fourteen  per  centum  of  his  average  annual  pay 
roll. 

(10)  No  employer  shall  be  entitled  to  a  contribution  rate 
of  less  than  one-half  of  one  per  centum. 

(11)  No  employer  shall  be  entitled  to  have  more  than 
seven-tenths  of  one  per  centum  subtracted  from  the  contri- 
bution rate  established  in  accordance  with  this  subsection  un- 
less the  total  contributions  which  became  due  and  were  credited 
to  his  account  in  the  fund  during  all  past  years  were  at  least 
twice  the  total  benefits  paid  from  the  fund  and  chargeable 
to  his  account  within  the  last  preceding  calendar  year. 

(12)  As  used  in  this  section  after  December  31,  1940, 
the  term  "annual  pay  roll"  means  the  total  amount  of  wages 
paid  by  an  employer  (regardless  of  the  time  of  payment)  for 
employment  during  a  calendar  year,  and  the  term  "average 
annual  pay  roll"  means  the  average  of  the  annual  pay  rolls  of 
an  employer  for  the  last  three  preceding  calendar  years. 

(13)  Reports  to  an  employer  of  the  merit  rating  of  said 
employer  for  the  applicable  rating  period  shall  be  furnished  in 
such  manner  as  the  commissioner  may  prescribe,  but  in  any 
event  not  less  frequently  than  once  every  year.  Any  merit  rating 
assigned  to  any  employer  under  this  section,  of  which  the  em- 
ployer has  been  notified,  shall  be  considered  correct  for  all 
purposes  unless  objections  to  such  merit  rating  are  received 
within  thirty  days  after  notification  of  said  employer's  merit 
rate  for  the  ensuing  year  has  been  mailed  to  the  employer's 
last  known  address. 

(14)  Any  merit  rating  which  prior  to  the  effective  date  of 
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this  section  has  been  assigned  to  any  employer,  of  which  the 
employer  has  been  notified,  shall  be  considered  correct  for  all 
purposes  unless  objections  to  such  merit  rating  are  received 
within  thirty  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  section. 

(15)  If  objections  to  such  merit  rating  duly  and  properly 
made  are  received,  any  redetermination  of  said  merit  rating, 
of  which  the  employer  has  been  notified,  shall  be  considered 
correct  for  all  purposes  unless  objections  to  such  redetermina- 
tion are  received  within  thirty  days  after  such  notification  of 
said  redetermination  has  been  mailed  to  the  employers  last 
known  address. 

(16)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section,  when- 
ever through  inadvertence  or  mistake  erroneous  charges  or 
credits  are  found  to  have  been  made  to  rating  accounts,  the 
same  shall  be  readjusted  as  of  the  date  of  discovery  and  such 
readjustment  shall  not  affect  any  computation  or  rate  assigned 
prior  to  the  date  of  discovery  but  shall  be  used  on  the  next 
computation  date  in  calculating  the  future  contribution  rates. 

The  report  was  accepted.

The  taking  of 
clams  within  the  public  waters  or  flats  of  New  Hampshire 
is  forbidden  for  the  further  period  of  four  years  from  Septem- 
ber 1,  1953,  provided,  however,  that  residents  of  this  state 
and  non-residents  owning  real  estate  in  the  state  licensed  by 
the  fish  and  game  commission  shall  be  permitted  to  dig  one 
peck  of  clams  per  day  for  personal  use  but  not  for  commercial 
use  in  the  following  places  only;  Blackwater  River,  Mill  River, 
Brown's  River,  Taylor  River,  Tidewater  Mills,  Great  Bay, 
Piscataqua  River,  Rye  Harbor,  Little  Harbor,  Sagamore  Creek, 
and  any  other  rivers,  creeks  or  flats  not  tributary  to  the  Hamp- 
ton River,  said  residents  and  non-residents  to  be  permitted  to 
dig  clams  in  the  aforesaid  places  by  the  use  of  clam-digging 
forks;  and  provided  further  that  these  restrictions  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  the  fish  and  game  commission  or  its  authorized  represen- 
tatives in  conducting  their  experimental  work.  No  clams  under 
two  and  one-half  inches  shall  be  taken  from  said  places.  Upon 
the  expiration  of  said  period  of  four  years,  the  fish  and  game 
commission  shall  establish  regulations  for  the  taking  of  clams, 
defining  daily  bag  limits  and  providing  for  protection  of  clams 
during  the  spawning  season.  The  commission  shall  require 
annual  licenses  and  permits  for  the  taking  of  clams  and  shall 
charge  a  fee  of  two  dollars  for  each  such  license.  Locke's  Point, 
Eastman  Slough,  and  the  flats  to  the  eastward  thereof  up  to 
Hobbs  Point  at  the  junction  of  Taylor  River  and  Nudd's  Canal 
are  hereby  established  as  an  area  for  the  purpose  of  the  de- 
velopment and  propagation  of  clams,  and  clam  experimenta- 
tion and  research,  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  fish  and 
game  commission.  The  director  may  authorize  town  or  city 
clerks  to  issue  clam  licenses  for  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  twenty 
cents  of  each  fee  to  be  retained  by  said  clerk.  The  governor 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council  shall  appoint  an 
advisory  committee  of  three  persons  from  the  sea-coast  region, 
to  recommend  programs  and  policies  regarding  shore  fisheries 
to  the  fish  and  game  commission.

That  there  be  referred  to  the  Legislative  Council  the 
problem  of  drafting  model  charters  for  the  various  types  of 
municipal  government  with  the  request  that  the  Legislative 
Council  make  a  report  on  this  subject  together  with  proposed 
legislation  to  the  1955  session  of  the  Legislature  with  a  view 
to  having  such  model  charters  legalized  by  statute.

The  state  treasurer  upon  presentation  by  the  director  of  pur- 
chase and  property  of  manifests  covering  said  supplies  is  au- 
thorized to  pay  the  same  from  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  of  section  2 
the  following.  Such  purchases  shall  be  a  charge  upon  an  in- 
ventory account  maintained  in  the  office  of  the  comptroller  and 
the  state  treasurer,  upon  presentation  by  the  comptroller  of 
manifests  covering  such  materials,  supplies  and  merchandise, 
is  authorized  to  pay  the  same  from  any  money  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

2.  Recreation  Division.  Amend  chapter  234  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws,  by  inserting  after  section  19-a,  as  inserted  by  sec- 
tion 8,  chapter  240,  Laws  of  1951,  the  following  new  section: 
19-b.  Inventories.  The  forestry  and  recreation  commission  may 
purchase  such  materials,  supplies  and  merchandise  for  resale 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  operation  of  its  department.

Such  purchases  shall  be  a  charge  upon 
an  inventory  account  maintained  in  the  office  of  the  comptrol- 
ler and  the  state  treasurer,  upon  presentation  by  the  comp- 
troller of  manifests  covering  such  materials,  supplies  and  mer- 
chandise, is  authorized  to  pay  the  same  from  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

Amend  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  sub  section  1  of 
section  1  the  following: 
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The  provisions  of  this  of  this  chapter  shall  not  apply  to 
any  person,  partnership,  or  corporation  principally  engaged 
in  the  business  of  general  contracting  or  home  building,  who 
shall  perform  any  of  the  acts  aforesaid,  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

1.  Definitions.  Certain  terms  used  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  as  follows  unless  a  different  meaning  is  clearly  ap- 
parent from  the  language  or  context: 

''Commissioner"  means  the  insurance  commissioner. 

"Commission"  means  real  estate  commission  as  herein- 
after provided. 

"Real  estate  broker"  means  a  person,  firm,  partnership, 
association  or  corporation  who  for  a  consideration  lists  for 
sale,  sells,  exchanges  or  offers  for  sale  or  exchange,  buys  or 
offers  to  buy  or  negotiates  the  purchase,  exchange  or  sale  of 
real  estate,  or  rents  or  offers  to  rent  real  estate  or  improvements 
therein,  as  a  whole  or  partial  vocation. 

"Real  estate  salesman"  means  a  person  employed  by  a  real 
estate  broker  to  list  for  sale,  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  to  buy  or  offer 
to  buy  or  to  negotiate  the  purchase,  sale  or  exchange  of  real 
estate  for  or  in  behalf  of  such  real  estate  broker. 

"Non-resident  broker"  means  a  real  estate  broker  as  here- 
in defined  who  resides  outside  the  state  but  deals  in  New 
Hampshire  property. 

"Non-resident  salesman"  means  a  real  estate  salesman  as 
defined  herein  who  resides  outside  the  state  but  deals  in  New 
Hampshire  property. 

The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  apply  to  any  per- 
son, partnership,  association,  or  corporation  who  as  owner, 
lessor  or  lessee  shall  perform  any  of  the  acts  aforesaid  with 
reference  to  property  owned  or  leased  by  or  to  said  owner  or 
lessor,  or  to  the  regular  employees  thereof,  with  respect  to 
the  property  so  owned  or  leased,  where  such  acts  are  performed 
in  the  regular  course  of,  or  as  an  incident  to  the  management 
of  such  property  and  the  investment  therein,  nor  shall  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  apply  to  persons  acting  as  attorney  in 
fact  under  a  duly  executed  power  of  attorney  from  the  owner 
in  proper  form  for  record,  authorizing  the  final  consumma- 
tion by  performance  of  any  contract  for  the  sale,  leasing,  or 
exchange  of  real  estate,  nor  shall  this  chapter  be  construed  to 
include  in  any  way  the  services  rendered  by  an  attorney  at  law 
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in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  such  attorney  at  law;  nor 
shall  it  be  held  to  include,  while  acting  as  such,  a  receiver, 
trustee  in  bankruptcy,  administrator,  or  executor,  or  any  per- 
son selling  real  estate  under  order  of  any  court  nor  to  include 
a  trustee  acting  under  a  trust  agreement,  deed  of  trust,  or  will, 
or  the  regular  salaries  employees  thereof. 

The  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  apply  to  any 
person,  partnership,  or  corporation  principally  engaged  in  the 
business  of  general  contracting  or  home  building,  who  shall 
perform  any  of  the  acts  aforesaid. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  subsection 
3  of  section  1  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

3.  Qualifications:  Expenses.  One  member  of  said  Com- 
mission shall  be  a  real  estate  broker  or  salesman  who  shall 
have  been  engaged  as  such  broker  or  salesman  for  five  or  more 
years.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  receive  no  com- 
pensation for  their  services  but  shall  be  allowed  their  reason- 
able expenses  while  on  official   business  of  the  commission. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words  "of 
good  repute"  in  subsection  6  of  section  1. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  subsection  1 1 , 
section  1,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:

ing or  attempting  to  represent  any  person  except  employer  .  .  . 
failing  to  account  for  or  remit  moneys  not  his  own  .  .  .  dik- 
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regarding  or  violating  any  provisions  of  this  chapter  .  .  . 
misleading  and  untruthful  advertising  .  .  .  paying  or  receiving 
any  rebate,  profit,  compensation,  or  commission  in  violation

taining money  under  false  pretenses,  larceny,  extortion,  con- 
spiracy to  defraud  .  .  .  guaranteeing  future  profits  which  may 
result  from  resale  of  property  .  .  .  any  act  which  constitutes 
or  demonstrates  bad  faith,  incompetency,  or  untrustworthiness, 
or  dishonest,  fraudulent,  or  improper  dealings.  Suspension  or 
revocation  of  salesman's  license  will  not  affect  license  of  broker 
by  whom  he  is  employed  unless  broker  had  guilty  knowledge, 
partial  or  otherwise. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Adams  moved  that  further  reading  of  the  amend- 
ments be  dispensed  with,  and  the  bill  with  the  accompanying 
amendments  be  indefinitely  postponed.

IIL  Provided  that  in  the  formation  of  cooperative  school 
district  from  pre-existing  school  districts  of  Bennington,  Dub- 
lin, Francestown,  Greenfield,  Hancock,  Peterborough,  Sharon 
and  Temple  or  any  combination  of  said  districts  as  laid  out 
by  the  board  of  the  cooperative  district  to  be  formed  may,  by 
vote  at  the  organization  meeting,  choose  to  prorate  the  cost 
of  operating  said  cooperative  district  by  either  one  of  the 
methods  provided  by  paragraphs  I  and  II  of  this  section,  or 
may  choose  the  following  alternative  method,  namely,  the 
total  cost  shall  be  apportioned  in  proportion  to  the  average 
daily  membership  for  the  preceding  school  year.

4.  Borrowing  Power.  The  state  treasurer  is  hereby  au- 
thorized under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council  to 
borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the  state  a  sum  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($300,000)  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing into  effect  the  provisions  of  section  1  hereof,  and  to  borrow 
upon  the  credit  of  the  state  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  ($500,000)  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into 
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effect  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  this  act,  and  for  said  pur- 
poses may  issue  bonds  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  state 
at  a  rate  of  interest  to  be  determined  by  the  governor  and 
council.  The  maturity  dates  of  such  bonds  shall  be  determined 
by  the  governor  and  council,  but  in  no  case  shall  they  be 
later  than  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  issue  and  may  be 
redeemable  before  maturity  at  the  option  of  the  governor  and 
council  at  such  price  of  prices  and  under  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  may  be  fixed  by  the  governor  and  council  prior  to 
the  issuance  of  the  bonds.  The  bonds  shall  be  in  such  form 
and  denomination  as  the  governor  and  council  shall  determine, 
may  be  registerable  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  shall  be 
countersigned  by  the  governor  and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge 
of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  state.  The  secretary  of  state  shall 
keep  an  account  of  all  such  bonds  showing  the  number  and 
amount  of  each,  the  time  of  countersigning,  the  date  of  delivery 
to  the  state  treasurer  and  the  date  of  maturity.  The  state  treas- 
urer shall  keep  an  account  of  each  bond  showing  the  number 
thereof,  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  the  amount 
received  from  the  same,  the  date  of  the  sale  and  the  date  of 
maturity.

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into  the  funds  of  the  Keene  teachers  college.  The  state  treas- 
urer is  authorized  to  deduct  from  said  funds  of  Keene  teachers 
college  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  interest 
and  principal  payments  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  under  the  authority 
hereof  for  the  purpose  of  the  dormitory  at  the  Keene  teachers 
college. 

Amend  section  7  by  renumbering  the  same  to  read  section 
8. 

Amend  section  8  of  said  bill  by  renumbering  the  same  to 
read  section  9,  and  striking  out  the  same  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

9.  Contracts  for  Construction.  All  contracts  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  said  Keene  teachers  college  dormitory  shall  be 
awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  submitting  a  sealed 
bid  after  an  advertisement  calling  for  bids  has  been  published 
at  least  once  in  each  of  two  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  in  New  Hampshire.  The  first  publica- 
tion of  such  advertisement  shall  be  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
prior  to  the  date  bids  will  be  received.  Contracts  shall  be 
awarded  in  accordance  with  section  13,  part  9,  chapter  5,  Laws 
of  1950. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  inserting  after  section   8  and 
renumbered  section  9  the  followign  new  section:

Having  considered  the  same,  report  the  same  with  the  fol- 
lowing amendment,  and  recommend  that  the  bill  as  amended 
ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  line  13  the 
words  "three  thousand  six  hundred  dollars"  and  inserting  in 
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place  thereof  the  words,  four  thousand  dollars,  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  1.  Court  Stenog- 
raphers. Amend  section  26  of  chapter  395  of  the  Revised  Laws 
as  amended  by  section  1,  chapter  176,  Laws  of  1947,  section 
1,  chapter  95,  Laws  of  1949  and  section  12,  chapter  221,  Laws 
of  1951  by  striking  out  the  words  "three  hundred"  in  the 
eighth  line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words,  six  hun- 
dred, so  that  said  section  as  amended  Shall  read  as  follows: 
26.  Appointment.  The  superior  court,  acting  as  a  body,  may 
appoint  not  more  than  seven  official  state  court  stenographers 
who  shall  report  the  proceedings  of  the  superior  court  of  any 
county  to  which  they  may  from  time  to  time  be  assigned  by 
said  court.  Each  court  stenographer  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  his  duties  and  shall  receive  from  the  state  an 
annual  salary  of  four  thousand  dollars.

He  shall 
also  furnish  a  transcript  of  so  much  of  the  evidence  and  other 
proceedings  taken  by  him  as  either  party  to  the  trial  may  re- 
quire, on  payment  therefor  by  such  party  at  the  rate  fixed  by 
the  court  as  provided  in  section  29.

House  Bill  No.  4,  An  Act  establishing  the  municipal 
finance  act. 

Having  considered  the  same,  report  the  same  with  the  fol- 
lowing amendment,  and  recommend  that  the  bill  as  amended 
ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  8  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  8.  Town  or  Dis- 
trict Bonds  or  Notes.  Except  as  otherwise  specifically  provided 
by  law,  the  issue  of  bonds  or  notes  by  any  municipal  corpora- 
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tion,  except  a  city,  shall  be  authorized  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds, 
and  the  issue  of  tax  anticipation  notes,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority, 
of  all  the  voters  present  and  voting  at  an  annual  or  special 
meeting  of  such  corporation,  called  for  the  purpose;  provided, 
however,  that  no  such  action  taken  at  any  special  meeting 
shall  be  valid  unless  a  majority  of  all  the  legal  voters  are  pres- 
ent and  vote  thereat,  unless  the  governing  board  of  any  muni- 
cipality shall  petition  the  superior  court  for  permission  to  hold 
an  emergency,  special  meeting,  which,  if  granted,  shall  give 
said  special  meeting,  the  same  authority  as  an  annual  meeting 
and  provided  further  that  the  warrant  for  such  special  meeting 
shall  be  published  once  in  a  newspaper  having  a  general  cir- 
culation in  the  municipality  within  one  week  after  the  posting 
thereof.  The  warrant  for  any  such  annual  or  special  meeting 
shall  be  served  or  posted  at  least  fourteen  days  before  the  date 
thereof.  Every  warrant  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  duly 
served  or  posted,  if  the  return  thereon  shall  so  state,  and  it 
shall  be  certified  by  the  officer  or  officers  required  to  serve  or 
post  the  same.  All  bonds  or  notes,  authorized  in  accordance 
with  this  chapter,  shall  be  signed  by  the  governing  board,  or 
a  majority  thereof,  and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
municipality,  and  shall  have  the  corporate  seal,  if  any,  affixed 
thereto.  The  discretion  of  fixing  the  date,  maturities,  denom- 
inations, the  interest  rate,  or  discount  rate  in  the  case  of  notes, 
the  place  of  payment,  the  form  and  other  details  of  said  bonds 
or  notes,  and  of  providing  for  the  sale  thereof,  may  be  dele- 
gated to  the  governing  board  or  to  the  treasurer  and  shall, 
to  the  extent  provision  therefor  shall  not  have  been  made  in 
the  vote  authorizing  the  same,  be  deemed  to  have  been  dele- 
gated to  the  governing  board. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  of  section  1 1 
the  following:  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  bonds  or  notes  issued  to  secure  a  principal  sum  of  seven- 
teen thousand  dollars  or  less  when  the  bonds  or  notes  are  pay- 
able over  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years  from  the  date  of 
issue;  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:

commission.  The  authenticating  certificate  endorsed  upon 
such  bond  shall  identify  such  bond  as  being  one  of  the  par- 
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ticular  issue  described  therein,  shall  certify  the  genuineness 
of  the  signatures  and  the  seal,  if  any,  thereto  affixed  and  shall 
state  the  name  of  the  attorney  or  attorneys  who  rendered  an 
opinion  approving  the  legality  of  such  issue.  A  signed  copy 
of  such  legal  opinion  shall  be  furnished  to  the  state  tax  com- 
mission within  ten  days  after  the  bonds  are  delivered  to  the 
purchaser  thereof.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  bonds  or  notes  issued  to  secure  a  principal  sum  of 
seventeen  thousand  dollars  or  less  when  the  bonds  or  notes 
are  payable  over  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years  from  the 
date  of  issue. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  of  section  1 
the  following:  Chapter  9,  Laws  of  1953,  shall  not  be  deemed 
repealed  by  this  act.

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House  Bill  No.  177,  An  Act  to  revise  and  clarify  the  charter 
of  the  City  of  Dover. 

Having  considered  the  same,  report  the  same  with  the 
following  amendment,  and  recommend  that  the  bill  as  amend- 
ed ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  28  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

28.  Special  Assessments.  Amend  sections  47  and  48  by 
striking  out  said  sections  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  47.  Council  Resolution.  The  council  shall  have 
power  to  determine  that  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  expense 
of  any  public  improvement  shall  be  defrayed  by  special  assess- 
ments upon  the  property  especially  benefited  and  shall  so  de- 
clare by  resolution.  Such  resolution  shall  state  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  improvement,  what  proportion  of  the  cost  thereof 
shall  be  paid  by  special  assessments,  and  what  part,  if  any, 
shall  be  a  general  obligation  of  the  city,  the  number  of  install- 
ments in  which  assessments  may  be  paid,  and  shall  designate 
the  districts  or  land  and  premises  upon  which  special  assess- 
ments shall  be  levied.  Whenever  such  resolution  involves  an 
expenditure  of  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  it  shall  be 
adopted  only  after  a  duly  advertised  public  hearing  and  final 
action  shall  not  be  taken  by  the  council  until  at  least  seven 
days  after  said  hearing. 

48.  Procedure  Fixed  by  Ordinance.  The  council  shall 
prescribe  by  general  ordinance  complete  special  assessment 
procedure  concerning  plans  and  specifications,  estimate  of 
costs,  notice  and  hearing,  the  making  of  the  special  assessment 
roll  and  correction  of  errors,  the  collection  of  special  assess- 
ments, and  any  other  matters  concerning  the  making  of  im- 
provements by  the  special  assessment  method.  Upon  the  receipt 
of  a  request  or  petition  for  construction  of  any  buildings, 
roads,  streets,  sidewalks,  sewers,  water  or  other  facilities  and 
utilities  in  the  city  of  Dover,  for  which  the  petitioner  would  be 
responsible  for  assuming  and  paying  any  part  of  the  costs 
thereof,  if  the  estimated  cost  of  furnishing  materials  and  pro- 
viding labor  for  same  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  competitive  public  bid  shall  be  required  for  such 
project.  If  the  city  of  Dover  is  desirous  of  furnishing  the  ma- 
terials and  providing  the  labor  for  such  project,  the  city,  sub- 
ject to  the  same  terms,  conditions  and  provisions  as  are  ap- 
plicable to  other  bidders,  may  submit  bids  on  same. 
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Amend  section  16  and  17  of  new  charter  as  inserted  by 
section  33  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  said  sections  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 

16.  School  Committee,  Election.  There  shall  be  a  school 
committee  for  said  city,  to  consist  of  seven  elective  members, 
together  with  the  mayor  of  said  city,  who  shall  ex-officio  be  a 
member  thereof,  but  who  shall  have  the  right  to  cast  a  vote 
only  in  case  of  a  tie  in  any  vote,  resolution,  or  other  question 
before  said  committee.  The  term  of  service  of  all  members  of 
the  school  committee  as  now  constituted  shall  terminate  on 
December  31st  of  the  year  in  which  this  charter  shall  be  adop- 
ted by  referendum  under  the  provisions  hereof.  At  the  bien- 
nial election  to  be  held  in  the  month  of  November,  seven 
school  members  shall  be  elected  at  large  by  the  voters  of  the 
city  of  Dover,  the  four  candidates  receiving  the  highest  num- 
ber of  votes  at  said  election  to  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years 
and  the  candidates  receiving  the  fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh, 
highest  number  of  votes  to  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  each, 
the  terms  of  such  seven  elected  members  to  begin  on  the  first 
day  of  January  of  the  following  year;  at  each  biennial  munici- 
pal election  thereafter,  a  sufficient  number  of  members  shall 
be  elected  at  large  to  fill  the  terms  expiring  on  the  first  day  of 
January  of  the  year  following  said  election,  and  the  members 
so  elected  shall  serve  for  terms  of  four  years  each,  beginning 
on  the  first  day  of  January.  Provided,  however,  that  no  politi- 
cal party  caucus,  primaries,  or  convention  shall  nominate  any 
candidate  for  said  school  committee,  and  the  names  of  candi- 
dates for  school  committee  shall  appear  on  the  ballots  in  alpha- 
betical order  without  any  political  designation  whatsoever; 
and  provided  further  that  the  ballot  for  school  committee 
shall  contain  the  names  only  of  such  residents  of  Dover  as  shall 
have  filed  with  the  city  clerk  not  less  than  fifteen  days  before 
the  date  of  the  biennial  municipal  election,  a  written  notice 
of  intention  to  be  a  candidate  at  such  election.  Vacancies  oc- 
curring in  said  school  committee  from  any  cause  shall  be  filled 
for  the  unexpired  term  by  majority  vote  of  entire  school  com- 
mittee. 

17.  School  Committee  Organization.  The  members  of 
school  committee  continuing  in  office  and  those  newly  elected 
as  provided  in  section  16  shall  meet  at  eight  o'clock  in  the 
evening  of  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  even  numbered  years 
for  the  purpose  of  newly  elected  members  taking  their  oaths,

organizing  for  the  ensuing  two  years,  and  adopting  rules  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  The  school  committee  shall  elect 
by  ballot  from  their  own  number  a  chairman  and  a  secretary;

committee.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Dover  shall  be  treas- 
urer of  the  school  committee  of  said  city,  and  all  checks  au- 
thorized by  said  school  committee  shall  be  issued  by  the 
treasurer  upon  warrant  certified  by  said  school  committee  and 
countersigned  by  such  members  of  said  school  committee  as 
may  be  officially  designated.

Amend  section  34  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

34.  Referendum.  Hereafter  there  shall  be  two  alterna- 
tive charters  for  the  city  of  Dover.  One  shall  be  designated  as 
Plan  1,  being  chapter  430  of  the  Laws  of  1949,  as  amended  by 
sections  1  to  32,  inclusive  of  this  act,  and  being  the  Mayor- 
Council  Plan;  the  second  shall  be  designated  as  Plan  2,  being 
the  charter  set  forth  in  section  33  of  this  act  and  being  the 
City  Manager  Plan.

The  preceding  question  shall  appear  at  the  top  of  the 
ballot  used  at  said  special  election,  and  such  ballot  shall  be  pre- 
pared by  the  city  clerk.  If  a  majority  of  those  voting  cast  bal- 
lots in  favor  of  Plan  1  the  present  charter  of  the  city,  as  amend- 
ed by  this  act,  shall  be  the  charter  of  said  city;  if  a  majority  of 
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those  voting  cast  ballots  in  favor  of  Plan  2  the  provisions  of 
section  33  of  this  act  shall  constitute  the  charter  of  said  city. 
The  adoption  of  either  plan  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall 
constitute  the  suspension  of  the  provisions  of  the  other  plan 
until  said  plan  may  be  adopted  at  some  subsequent  election  as 
hereinafter  provided.  In  the  year  1957,  and  every  four  years 
thereafter  during  a  period  of  sixteen  years  from  the  passage  of 
this  act,  upon  a  petition  signed  by  at  least  five  hundred  legal 
voters  of  the  city,  to  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  at  least  thirty 
days  before  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  September  of  that  year,  there 
shall  be  a  special  election  held  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  Sep- 
tember to  vote  on  the  question  of  the  form  of  the  charter  of 
said  city. 

The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  provide  that  the  voters 
may  in  the  manner  above  indicated  change  the  charter  of  the 
city  from  one  plan  to  the  other. 

Amend  section  35  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

35.  Takes  Effect.  The  provisions  of  sections  1  to  32 
inclusive,  and  section  34  of  this  bill  shall  take  effect  upon  the 
passage  of  this  act.  The  remaining  provision  of  this  act  shall 
be  effective  only  as  provided  therein.  Provided  further  that 
whenever  one  of  the  two  plans  provided  for  herein  shall  be 
adopted  by  referendum  for  the  city  of  Dover,  said  plan  shall 
take  effect  as  of  January  first  following  its  adoption. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Smalley,  the  reading  of  the  amend- 
ments was  dispensed  with.

follows:  3.  Appropriation.  A  sum  not  exceeding  seven  hun- 
dred and  forty-seven  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated 
for  projects  authorized  under  section  1  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  governor  and  council. 

Amend  section  4  by  striking  out  in  line  4  the  words  "six 
hundred  and  forty-seven"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words,  seven  hundred  and  forty-seven,  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

4.  Bonds  or  Notes  Authorized.  For  the  purpose  of  pro-

$2780;  for  said  officers  for  the  counties  of  Carroll,  $1200, 
Cheshire,  $1500,  Sullivan,  $1300,  Coos,  $1500;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  for  the  counties  of  Rockingham,  Strafford,  Grafton, 
Hillsborough,  Merrimack  and  Belknap  no  money  shall  be 
paid  to  said  officers  for  clerk  hire  under  section  22  of  chapter 
347  of  the  Revised  Laws.  Effective  July  1,  1953,  whenever  the 
new  salary  schedule  as  set  forth  herein  shall  be  in  conflict  with 
the  present  salaries  now  being  received  by  said  officers  for  the 
said  counties,  the  said  officer  shall  receive  the  salary  in  the  next 
range  above  their  present  rate  or  the  minimum  under  this 
chapter,  whichever  is  the  higher. 

so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

1.  County  Probate  Offices.  Amend  section  21  of  chap- 
ter 347  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  amended  by  chapter  199  of  the 
Laws  of  1945  and  section  1  of  chapter  230  of  the  Laws  of  1951, 
by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  21.  Salaries  of  Deputies.  The  annual  salaries  for 
the  deputy  registers  of  probate  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  and 
shall  be  as  follows:

Amend  section  3  of  chapter  242  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  as  amended  by  chapter  191,  Laws  of  1943,  chap- 
ter 168,  Laws  of  1945  and  chapter  268,  Laws  of  1949,  by  strik- 
ing out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: 3.  Taking;  Time.  Wild  deer,outside  game  preserves  may 
be  hunted  and  taken  from  one-half  hour  before  sunrise  to 
one-half  hour  after  sunset  in  the  part  of  the  state  which  lies 
north  of  the  following  described  line  during  the  month  of 
November;  and  in  that  part  of  the  state  lying  south  of  the 
following  described  line  from  December  first  to  December 
twenty-first,  provided  that  no  deer  shall  be  hunted  or  taken 
at  any  time  on  any  island  or  in  any  waters  or  lakes  and  ponds.

and  Conway  to  the  boundary  line  with  the  State  of  Maine.

The  members  of  the  commission  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation but  shall  be  allowed  their  necessary  expenses  while 
engaged  in  official  business.  The  commission  may  employ  such 
technical  and  other  assistants  as  may  be  necessary  and  fix  their 
compensations.  The  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  carrying 
out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  the  Governor  is  authorized 
to  draw  his  w^arrant  for  said  sum  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

3.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage.

Senator  Keller,  for  the  Committee  on  Military  and  Vet- 
erans Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred: 

House  Bill  No.  13,  An  Act  creating  the  flag  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  certain  distinguishing  flags,  and  establish- 
ing a  State  Flag  Code. 

Having  considered  the  same,  report  the  same  with  the  fol- 
lowing amendment,  and  recommend  that  the  bill  as  amended 
ought  to  pass. 

Amend  section  3  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

3.  Flag  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  There  is  created 
and  prescribed  for  use,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  a  flag  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  state  flag,  which  shall  be  paramount  in  rank 
to  all  other  flags  except  the  national  color  and  the  flags  of 
foreign  sovereign  states.  The  design  of  the  state  flag  shall  be 
determined  as  a  result  of  a  statewide  contest  conducted  and 
financed  by  the  planning  and  development  commission.  The 
winning  design  will  be  selected  on  or  before  November  11, 
1953  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  a  board  of  nine  judges  which  shall 
include  one  representative  from  each  of  the  following:  The 
American  Legion,  The  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  D.A.R., 
S.A.R.,  This  is  New  Hampshire,  Inc.,  and  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral, the  state  director  of  art  education,  the  state  recreation 
director,  the  director  of  the  planning  and  development  com- 
mission. The  design  shall  be  simple,  easily  recognizable  and 
distinctive  of  New  Hampshire. 

I.  The  state  flag  shall  be  of  bunting  with  appliqued 
and  stitched  design  when  intended  for  outdoor  use.  When  in- 
tended for  inside  use,  it  may  be  of  silk  (in  which  latter  case 
the  design  may  be  reproduced  in  embroidery,  or  appliqued, 
in  colored  silk  or  other  material),  trimmed  on  three  edges  with 
knotted  fringe  of  gold-colored  silk  two  and  one-half  inches 
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wide  and  having  attached  below  the  spearhead  on  the  staff  a 
cord  having  a  total  length  approximately  2.25  times  the  hoist 
dimension  of  the  flag;  the  cord  to  have  at  each  end  a  tassel 
corresponding  in  size  to  the  fringe;  cord  and  tassel  to  be  similar 
to  the  fringe  in  color. 

II.  All  details,  including  the  relative  proportions  of 
elements  of  the  flag  and  the  colors  used  throughout  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  the  master  design  accepted  at  the  time  of 
adoption  of  the  state  flag;  said  master  design  to  be  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  state  who  shall,  upon  application,  furnish  suit- 
able reproductions  thereof  and  specifications  applicable  there- 
to.

the  stoppage  occurs,  any  of  whom  are  participating  in  or  fi- 
nancing or  directly  interested  in  the  dispute;  provided  that  if 
any  case  separate  branches  of  work  Avhich  are  commonly  con- 
ducted as  separate  businesses  in  separate  premises  are  conduc- 
ted in  separate  departments  of  the  same  premises  each  such 
department  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  subsection,  be  deemed 
to  be  a  separate  factory,  establishment,  or  other  premises;  or 

(3)  The  stoppage  of  work  was  due  solely  to  a  lock-out  or 
the  failure  of  the  employer  to  live  up  to  the  provision  of  any 
agreement  or  contract  of  employment  entered  into  between  the 
employer  and  his  employees,  or 

(4)  The  stoppage  of  work  has  continued  for  a  period  of  two 
^veeks  after  the  termination  of  the  labor  dispute.

The  sum  of  sixty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars ($65,000)  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1954,  and  the  sum  of  eighty-six 
thousand  dollars  ($86,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1955,  are  hereby 
appropriated  to  provide  the  funds  for  salaries  increases  pro- 
vided for  herein.  The  comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  to 
determine  what  part  of  the  said  appropriations  hereunder  shall 
be  a  charge  upon  the  highway  funds,  federal  funds  and  fish  and 
game  funds,  respectively,  and  the  balance  of  said  appropria- 
tions shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  general  funds. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Cleveland  offered  an  amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment relative  to  the  minimum  salary  of  the  Director  division  of 
employment  security,  by  striking  out  the  figure  "$7,000"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  figure,  $7,500. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  negative  prevailed,  and  'the 
amendment  to  the  amendment  was  lost. 

Question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  offered 
by  the  Committee.

The  votes  and  proceedings  at 
the  annual  meetings  of  the  Lower  Bartlett  water  precinct  held 
April  12,  1952,  and  March  28,  1953,  are  hereby  legalized,  rati- 
fied and  confirmed. 

4.  Proceedings  Legalized.  The  proceedings  of  a  precinct 
meeting  of  Haverhill  Corner  in  the  town  of  Haverhill  held  on 
the  twentieth  day  of  March,  1953  are  hereby  legalized,  ratified 
and  confirmed. 

5.  Recommendations  by  Governor.  The  Governor  is 
authorized  forthwith  to  commence  an  examination  of  all  taxes 
assessed  and  collected  by  the  state  and  by  all  political  subdivi- 
sions thereof,  or  paid  to  any  officer,  agency  or  department  of 
the  state  and  to  all  political  subdivisions  thereof,  and  is  hereby 
directed  to  recommend  in  a  special  message  to  the  General 
Court  next  assembled,  legislation  in  substitution  or  revision  of 
said  taxes,  if  any  such  is  deemed  expedient. 

6.  Recommendations  by  Commission.  To  assist  the  Gov- 
ernor in  his  examination  there  shall  be  an  advisory  commis- 
sion to  cooperate  with  him  in  the  preparation  of  recommenda- 
tions pursuant  to  this  Act.  The  commission  shall  consist  of 
nine  members;  three  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, three  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  three  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  House.  The  commission  shall  choose  its  own 
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chairman  and  three  members  of  the  commission  shall  be  of  the 
minority  party:  The  members  of  the  Commission  need  not  be 
members  of  the  General  Court.  The  members  of  the  com- 
mission shall  serve  without  compensation  but  shall  be  allowed 
their  necessary  expenses  while  engaged  in  official  business.  The 
commission  may  employ  such  technical  and  other  assistants 
as  may  be  necessary  and  fix  their  compensations.  The  sum  of 
twelve  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  carrying  out  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  and  the  Governor  is  authorized  to  draw 
his  warrant  for  said  sum  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

7.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  pas- 
sage. 

Senator  Cleveland  offered  an  amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment. 

Amend  the  amendment  by  adding  in  section  6  after  the 
words  "minority  party"  the  following  new  sentence:  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Commission  need  not  be  members  of  the  General 
Court. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  amendment  to  the  amendment 
was  adopted. 

Question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  rec- 
ommended by  the  Committee. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed,  and  the 
amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance  under  the  rules. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Dwinell,  the  rules  were  suspended, 
reference  to  Finance  Committee  dispensed  with,  and  the  above 
entitled  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed  at  the  present 
time,  by  its  new  title.

In  determining  the  "adjusted  valua- 
tion" as  provided  in  section  9  above,  the  Tax  Commission  shall 
consider  only  those  sources  of  income  specifically  listed  in  said 
section.

Such  private  home 
shall  keep  a  register  of  the  name  and  address  of  each  such 
child,  the  name  and  address  of  his  parent  or  guardian  and  the 
dates  of  his  arrival  and  departure.  Such  register  shall  be  avail- 
able at  any  time  for  the  inspection  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Welfare  or  his  authorized  representative.

t.  Additional  Appropriation.  The  sum  of  six  thousand 
three  hundred  sixty  dollars  ($6,360.00)  is  hereby  appropriated 
for  additional  personal  services  for  custodial  care  at  the  state 
hospital  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1955.

Senate  Bill  No.  21,  An  Act  to  legalize  a  Pittsfield  bond 
issue;  action  by  the  Belknap  County  Convention;  meetings 
of  the  Lower  Bartlett  Water  Precinct;  precinct  meeting  in 
the  Town  of  Haverhill;  and  to  provide  for  an  Interim  Com- 
mission to  recommend  reorganization  of  tax  structure. 

Amend  said  bill  by  inserting  after  section  6  the  following 
new  section: 

7.  Troy  School  District,  The  votes  and  proceedings  at  a 
special  meeting  of  Troy  School  district  held  on  June  8,  1953, 
are  hereby  legalized,  ratified  and  confirmed.  The  action  of 
the  district  in  raising  and  appropriating  funds  and  the  issu- 
ance of  serial  bonds  or  notes  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred 
and  forty  three  thousand  dollars  ($143,000)  at  said  meeting 
for  school  purposes  are  hereby  legalized,  ratified  and  con- 
firmed. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  renumbering  section  7  to  read 
section  8. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Jackson,  the  Senate  voted  to  concur 
in  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  to  the  above  entitled  bill.

1.  Employment  Hours.  Amend  section  23  of  chapter 
137  of  the  Revised  Laws  by  striking  out  said  section  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  23.  Hours.  Except  as 
provided  in  chapter  212,  no  minor  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  shall  be  employed,  or  permitted  or  suffered  to  work  at 
any  gainful  occupation,  other  than  domestic  service  or  work 
on  a  farm,  more  than  fifty-four  hours  in  any  one  week,  nor 
more  than  ten  and  one-quarter  hours  in  any  one  day;  nor  be- 
fore the  hour  of  half-past  six  o'clock  in  the  morning,  nor  after 
the  hour  of  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  except  (1)  that  boys 
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twelve  years  old  or  over  may  deliver  newspapers  after  five 
o'clock  in  the  morning  or  between  four  and  eight  o'clock  in 
the  evening,  and  (2)  that  a  boy  twelve  years  old  or  over  may 
act  as  caddy  at  golf  links. 

2.  Prosecutions.  Amend  section  48  of  chapter  137  of  the 
Revised  Laws  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  48.  By  Commissioner  of  Labor.  It  is 
the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  labor  to  prosecute  offenses 
against  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.  The  expenses  incurred 
in  such  proceedings  shall  be  paid  by  the  county. 

3.  Penalty.  Amend  section  39  of  chapter  137  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  39.  Employer.  Whoever  employs  any 
child,  and  whoever  permits  or  suffers  any  child  under  his  con- 
trol as  parent,  guardian  or  otherwise,  to  be  employed  or  to 
work  in  violation  of  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  both. 

4.  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

rium— gymnasium  375,000.;  by  striking  out  the  figures  "$431,- 
500."  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  figures  $506,500. 

Further  amend  section  2  by  striking  out  after  paragraph 
XII  the  words  and  figures  "Total  $1,745,723."  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  and  figures,  Total  $1,707,723. 

Amend  section  4  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 

4.  Funds  Provided.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  one 
million  seven  hundred  seven  thousand  seven  hundred  twenty- 
three  dollars  (1,707,723.)  is  hereby  raised  as  hereafter  provided. 

Amend  section  5  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 

5.  Borrowing  Power.  The  state  treasurer  is  hereby  au- 
thorized under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council  to 
borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the  state  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
one  million  seven  hundred  seven  thousand  seven  hundred 
twenty-three  dollars  ($1,707,723.)  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  for  that  purpose  may

Such  private  home  shall  keep  a  register 
of  the  name  and  address  of  each  such  child,  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  his  parent  or  guardian  and  the  dates  of  his  arrival 
and  departure.  Such  register  shall  be  available  at  any  time  for 
the  inspection  of  the  commissioner  of  public  welfare  or  his 
authorized  representative.

500."  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  figures  $469,000. 

Further  amend  section  2  by  striking  out  after  paragraph 
XII  the  words  and  figures  "Total  $1,745,723."  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  and  figures,  TOTAL  $1,670,223. 

Amend  section  4  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and* 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

4.  Funds  Provided.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  one 
million  six  hundred  seventy  thousand  two  hundred  twenty- 
three  dollars  ($1,670,223)  is  hereby  raised  as  hereafter  pro- 
vided. 

Amend  section  5  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in   place  thereof  the  following: 

5.  Borrowing  Power.  The  state  treasurer  is  hereby  au- 
thorized under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council  to 
borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the  state  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
one  million  six  hundred  seventy  thousand  two  hundred  twenty- 
three  dollars  ($1,670,223)  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect

The  appro- 
priation for  the  state  sanatorium  provided  in  said  paragraph 
IV  shall  not  lapse  but  shall  be  available  for  expenditure  for 
the  purposes  herein  specified  until  June  30,  1955. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  section  "12"  to 
read  section  13.

The  money  re- 
ceived by  the  state  for  said  park  shall  be  placed  in  a  special 
fund.     Said  fund  shall  be  expended  by  the  recreation  division 
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of  the  forestry  and  recreation  commission  for  the  improvement 
of  Weirs  Beach  prior  to  July  1,  1955.  Plans  for  said  expendi- 
tures shall  be  approved  by  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  the 
city  of  Laconia.

Senator  Knox,  for  the  Joint  Select  Committee  appointed 
to  wait  upon  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  and  inform  him 
that  the  Legislature  has  completed  the  business  of  the  session, 
and  is  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  might  be  pleased 
to  make,  reported  that  they  had  attended  to  their  duties  and 
had  been  informed  by  His  Excellency  that  he  had  a  communi- 
cation to  make  to  the  Legislature. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  His  Excellency,  Hugh  Gregg, 
then  came  in  and  delivered  the  following  message  to  the 
Senate: 

Mr.  President  and  Honorable  Senators: 

It  has  become  the  custom  in  proroguing  the  General  Court 
for  the  Governor  to  take  a  few  moments  to  review  the  session 
just  past  and  to  attempt  to  point  out  what  has  been  achieved. 

To  me,  as  it  must  be  to  all  of  the  members,  veterans  and 
freshmen  alike,  it  is  a  source  of  real  satisfaction  that  so  much 
work  has  been  done  in  an  atmosphere  notably  free  from  intense 
partisanship  and  friction.  For  any  legislative  body,  as  big  as  our 
General  Court,  to  study,  debate  and  take  action  on  over  540 
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bills  and  to  accomplish  the  result  in  72  legislative  days  is  a 
splendid  achievement.  The  entire  membership  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated, and  I  hereby  express  my  own  sincere  appreciation 
for  your  unstinted  efforts  to  accomplish  your  work  in  as  short 
a  time  as  was  reasonably  possible. 

It  is  my  belief  that  by  aggressively  and  intelligently  de- 
veloping our  agriculture,  industry  and  recreation  we  can  pro- 
vide essential  services  without  any  new  broad-based  taxes  for 
the  next  two  years.  Upon  that  assumption  I  urged  for  the  bien- 
nium  the  re-enactment  of  the  head  tax  (modified  to  achieve 
more  efficient  collections)  and  accordingly,  submitted  the  Bud- 
get. I  appreciate  that  it  is  an  unsatisfactory  tax,  but  it  has 
the  advantage  of  affording  a  known  return  based  upon  experi- 
ence from  which  you  can  work  out  the  spending  requirements. 

I  am  especially  pleased  and  grateful  that  you  provided  a 
citizens  tax  committee  to  study  the  tax  structure  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  its  political  subdivisions.  I  sincerely  believe  that  a 
fresh  approach  to  a  chronic  problem  will  not  only  suggest  effec- 
tive answers,  but  it  will  also  bring  prestige,  public  understand- 
ing and  support  to  the  results.  This  study  is  not  designed  as  an 
indirect  approach  for  any  new  tax;  and  it  should  help  to  avoid 
these  heated,  recurring  disputes  on  piece-meal  tax  legislation. 

The  budget  is  in  balance.  I  fully  appreciate  your  efforts 
in  achieving  this  result,  because  it  came  from  matching  the 
limits  of  our  financial  resources  with  the  ever-increasing  re- 
quirements of  our  social  obligations.  Enlightened  compromise 
is  the  measure  of  political  maturity.  I  am  convinced  that  you 
have  solved  a  difficult  problem  to  the  credit  of  yourselves  and 
the  benefit  of  the  State. 

To  review  in  detail  the  bills  enacted  would  serve  no  pur- 
pose at  this  late  hour.  Furthermore,  to  mention  some,  and  then 
through  inadvertance  not  to  mention  others,  would  give  un- 
intended emphasis.  Nevertheless,  some  of  the  many  construc- 
tive measures  deserve  mention. 

It  is  generally  accepted  that  this  session  did  more  for  New 
Hampshire  education  than  has  been  done  during  recent  years. 
In  supporting  my  request  for  $1,800,000.00  in  State  aid  to 
education,  you  increased  by  fifty  percent  the  amount  appro- 
priated in  the  previous  biennium.  Furthermore,  you  defined 
superintendents'  unions;  provided  scholarships  at  the  teachers' 
colleges;  added  needed  buildings  for  these  colleges;  and  im- 
proved the  cooperative  school  district  law. 
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You  also  made  available  for  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire those  additional  funds  which  were  needed  for  maintain- 
ing the  efficiency  of  our  truly  fine  institutions.  In  preserving  the 
so-called  millage  formula,  you  recognized  the  need  for  the  Uni- 
versity to  have  an  assurance  —  within  reasonable  limits  —  of  a 
basic  income  with  which  to  operate.  In  other  educational  fields 
you  wisely  provided  for  educational  T.V.  studies,  thereby  pre- 
serving those  educational  T.V.  channels  for  New  Hampshire 
which  are  presently  allocated  by  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission. 

You  provided  increases  in  workmen's  compensation  bene- 
fits. These  increases,  of  course,  do  not  provide  final  answers, 
but  they  are  progressive,  honest  efforts  to  solve  an  industrial 
and  social  problem.  It  is  also  significant  that  industry  gen- 
erally supported  these  increases.  Unemployment  compensation 
benefits  have  been  extended,  along  with  15  other  amendments 
to  the  law  which  will  increase  the  efficiency  of  its  administra- 
tion, benefiting  both  employees  and  employers. 

The  cost  of  the  timber  tax  is  a  serious  drain  upon  State 
revenues.  Your  determination  to  allow  this  measure  to  con- 
tinue for  the  biennium  in  order  to  establish  its  conservation 
value  is  an  example  of  legislative  self-control.  You  have  wisely 
determined  to  continue  the  law  as  an  alternative  to  possibly 
short-sighted,  ill-considered  repeal  before  it  has  been  thorough- 
ly tested.  Also,  in  the  field  of  conservation,  you  have  classified 
hundreds  of  miles  of  rivers  and  streams,  thus  enabling  our 
citizens  in  affected  areas  to  have  a  program  of  clean  water  for 
the  further  development  of  recreation  and  industry. 

Law  enforcement  on  our  highways  has  been  carefully  re- 
viewed. Four  additional  State  troopers  have  been  added  for 
each  year  of  the  coming  biennium.  Two  motor  vehicle  safety 
inspectors  have  been  added  in  the  interests  of  our  younger 
citizens.  The  penalty  for  hit  and  run  offenses  has  been  in- 
creased. The  efficiency  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Department  has 
been  improved  by  the  purchase  of  new  equipment,  tremend- 
ously reducing  the  number  of  departmental  forms  and  saving 
expense  in  supplies.  The  convenience  of  motorists  has  been 
well  served  by  the  two-year  basis  of  license  renewals  with  at- 
tendant efficiencies  and  economies. 

Until  now  the  tragic  increase  of  domestic  relation  cases 
in  our  Superior  Court  has  been  the  responsibility  of  an  under- 
staffed Probation  Department.  To  correct  this  situation,  you 
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saw  fit  to  add  four  new  piol^ation  oflueis  wliosc  ciiioKoincnt 
activities  will  both  reduce  welfare  costs  and  bring  more  irre- 
sponsible people  to  their  obligations. 

Your  response  to  my  recjuest  for  an  increase  in  the  budget 
for  the  Planning  and  Development  Clonnnission  is  greatly  ap- 
preciated. This  Commission,  with  the  enthusiastic  cooperation 
of  This  is  New  Hampshire.  Incorporated,  now  has  a  spendid 
opportiniity  to  utilize  the  generosity  and  enthusiasm  of  private 
groups  to  the  utmost.  Other  states,  for  a  niniiber  of  years, 
have  been  aware  of  the  advantages  obtained  by  aggressively  set- 
ling  forth  their  own  natural  advantages.  I  am  convinced  that 
New  Hampshire  with  so  much  more  to  offer  than  any  other 
state,  should  seize  every  opportunity  to  improve  our  competi- 
tive position.  To  do  otherwise  is  sheer  lolly!  We  must  realize 
that  the  competition  among  the  states  is  intense. 

Promotion  is  a  necessary  ingredient  of  "selling"  New 
Hampshire.  A  certain  amount  of  good  natured,  self-advertising 
is  an  inexpensive  and  effective  way  of  obtaining  publicity.  I 
refer  specifically  to  the  Whooper  Week  and  the  Whooper 
(irille.  This  is  a  program  which  I  respectfully  suggest  should 
l)e  encouraged  as  an  annual  occurrance.  I  wish  personally  to 
tliank  the  members  of  the  General  Court  and  the  attaches  who 
\vc)rked  so  diligently  and  effectively  in  making  our  first  pro- 
gram such  a  success. 

You  have  appreciated  the  obvious  inecjuities  of  the  salaries 
paid  to  our  State  employees.  Wni,  therefore,  incrc^ased  their 
wages  to  bring  them  in  line  with  the  salaries  paid  for  similar 
positions  in  comparable  states.  For  a  number  of  years,  our  State 
officials,  generally  speaking,  received  smaller  salaries,  job  for 
job,  than  the  salaries  offered  elsewhere.  In  order  to  attract  and 
retain  competent,  efficient  State  officials,  it  was  necessary  to  in- 
crease salaries,  and  T  think  that  your  efforts  to  do  so  have  been 
entirely  commendal)le. 

In  addition,  ycni  have  reduced  the  excessively  long  work 
liours  of  some  jobs  and  brought  them  more  nearly  in  line  with 
present  day  concepts  of  a  normal  work  week.  Private  industry 
can  no  longer  expect  people  to  work  a  51-hour  week,  and  there 
is  no  reason  why  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  should  expect 
more  of  its  employees.  ' 

In  this  era  of  intense  regional  competition,  superior  roads 
are  not  a  luxury  or  even  a  convenience  to  our  citizens,  but 
rather  are  an  essential,  economic  requirement  for  our  entire

population.  We  must  have  super  highways  now.  They  cost 
money.  They  must  pay  for  themselves.  Our  two  new  toll-road 
projects  will  be  built  now  and  will  pay  for  themselves.  How, 
otherwise,  could  we  so  speedily  have  provided  avenues  for  in- 
creased wealth  into  our  State? 

You  have  recognized  the  needs  of  those  unfortunate  per- 
sons who,  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  are  the  responsibility 
of  the  State.  Substantial  funds  have  been  appropriated  to  make 
possible  long  overdue  repairs  to  our  institutional  buildings. 
More  important,  numerous  positions  have  been  established, 
especially  at  the  State  Hospital  and  the  Laconia  State  School, 
to  provide  for  the  improved  care  and  safety  of  the  patients. 

In  the  early  days  of  this  session,  I  made  it  undeniably 
clear  that  I  would  adhere  to  the  separation  of  powers  and  func- 
tions between  the  administrative  and  legislative  branches  of 
our  government.  This  is  a  concept  that  must  be  jealously 
guarded;  and  it  is  one  that  I  tried  conscientiously  to  adopt  and 
follow.  It  is,  therefore,  with  deep  concern  that  I  hear  this 
session  criticized  as  either  "do  nothing"  or  "spendthrift."  Ob- 
viously, it  could  not  have  been  both,  and  I  am  certain  that  it 
was  neither.  Our  stated  opinions  will  have  scant  effect  upon 
history.  Yet,  I  am  convinced  that  the  record  of  this  session  will 
compare  very  favorably  with  any  of  its  predecessors.  The  test 
of  any  legislative  body  is  reflected  in  its  response  to  the  needs 
and  the  desires  of  the  people  it  represents.  When  424  persons, 
from  all  over  the  State,  come  to  Concord  for  six  months  repre- 
senting almost  every  community,  who  can  intelligently  say  that 
the  results  of  their  deliberations  have  not  reflected  the  will  of 
New  Hampshire  citizens? 

Over  540  bills  have  been  presented  to  the  General  Court 
and  have  been  seriously  and  conscientiously  considered.  Any 
inference  that  alleged  secret,  insidious  influences  have  con- 
trolled the  legislature  is  an  affront  and  an  ill-considered  insult 
not  only  to  you,  but  to  the  people  of  New  Hampshire.  You 
have  served  the  State  faithfully.  The  record  is  written  not  in 
how  many  new  commissions  you  have  created  to  impress  some 
groups  or  how  many  millions  of  dollars  of  essential,  vital  serv- 
ices you  have  cut  out  to  appease  others;  it  is  written  in  the 
hours  and  days  6f  conscientious  study  and  action  on  the  bills 
that  your  own  constituents  have  asked  you  to  introduce.  That 
is  the  democratic  process.  I  believe  that  you  deserve  praise,  not 
editorial  repudiation. 
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The  final  appraisal  of  what  has  been  done  in  the  past  six 
months  lies  not  in  what  we  say,  but  how  it  works  in  the  future. 
If  no  spectacular  measures  have  been  enacted,  it  is  perhaps 
that  none  have  been  called  for,  and  you  have  had  the  good 
New  Hampshire  sense  to  appreciate  that  moderation  is  a  virtue 
greatly  to  be  prized  in  this  unstable  age. 

I  wish  to  thank  each  of  you  for  your  courtesy  to  me  and 
especially  for  your  cooperation  with  the  Governor's  office 
throughout  the  session.  During  the  next  year  and  a  half,  I  hope 
you  will  continue  to  visit  with  me  individually  and  keep  me 
advised  of  your  current  thinking  on  the  problems  affecting  our 
great  state. 

I  have  been  informed  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  that  you  have  completed 
the  business  of  the  session.  Therefore,  now,  by  the  authority 
vested  in  me  as  Governor,  I  do  hereby  declare  the  General 
Court  of  New  Hampshire  adjourned  to  the  last  Wednesday  in 
December  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  fifty-four. 

Thanks  again  and  good  luck! 

Upon  the  departure  of  Governor  Hugh  Gregg,  President 
Dwinell  requested  the  Reverend  Mr.  Read,  the  legislative  chap- 
lain, of  Goffstown,  to  pronounce  the  benediction  of  the  de- 
liberations of  the  Honorable  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Cleveland,  the  Senate  adjourned. 

Whereupon  President  Dwinell  declared  the  Senate  ad- 
journed until  the  last  Wednesday  in  December,  1954.
